WHO  TO  WATCH  FOR:  Brendan  Harris  continues  to  lead  both  the  Wild  and  the  BCHL  with  49 
points  (llg,  38a),  while  Charlie  Combs  is  second  in  overall  points  and  leads  the  BCHL  with  29 
goals.  Alex  Bates  leads  Wenatchee  defense  with  18  points  (Og,  18a).  West  Kelowna  is  led  by 
Quin  Foreman  (16g,  17a)  and  Connor  Sodergren  (9g,  13a)  up  front,  with  Nick  Rutigliano  heading 
up  the  defense  (2g,  8a) 

HOME  COOKIN'  Wenatchee  continues  to  enjoy  an  unblemished  record  at  Town  Toyota  Center 
this  year  of  11-0-0,  outscoring  opponents  by  a total  of  68-18.  The  Warriors  are  4-5-1  on  the 
road  this  season.
